THE 
COASTING ROUTE AT 
FORT HILL 
PARK. 


We would advise the park board not to be a party to laying out any 


coasting ronte that will cross a car track. It is'dangerous business. Where 
as at Fort Hill park a car passes twice every twenty minutes the danger of 
having const-ing parties cross the track would be very greal. Even if the 
car stopped at the approach of coasting parties, the danger would not be 
removed. 
The "doubles" might be unable to avoid crashing into the. car 


standing on the track. To provide suitable places for coasting where the 
dangers of accident are slight, is very desirable; but the park department 
will get only blame for encouraging coasting along'a course that crosses 
and recrosses. a car track. It is true that coasting parties are ready to 
take such chances, but that is their own affair. • It would not be well for' 
the park board to encourage anything of that kind. 


The danger might, perhaps, be avoided by cutting off the sharp corner 


at the junction with Rogers street and thus avoid 
crossing the 
track. 


Should the course be laid out across the track it would be necessary to 
have a flagman there night and day to signal the approach of the car.

its business and go out of existence to give way to a system in which the 
most absolute and varied power ever given to any municipal official in this 
cotinfry .will ho wielded by the new mayor. Hon. John F. Fitzgerald. 


Under the new charter for the cify of Boston the mayor will exercise 


the most extraordinnry powers ever vested in Ihn chief executive of any 
American city. All the power and all the responsibility for the government 
of the ciiy is centered solely in the mayor. IT anything goes wrong nobody 
"will blame the head of any department or the members of any municipal 
hoard. The m;iyor selects them all and is responsible for their official nets. 


Under such conditions Mayor Fitzgerald will have a most extraordinary 


opportunity to distinguish himself and to belie the charges made during 
the campaign to the effect that judging from his past administrations, he 


Oould not be safely trusted with such enormous power. Fitzgerald has now 
an opportunity such as has come to but few men in the United States, to 
make a record not only for official honcsiy but for wise, conservative and 
yet progressive action. 


That he will be'fully equal to (he emergencj', his friends have no doubt 


whatever. 
We believe lie will use his great power with wisdom, discretion 


nnrl statesmanlike foresight and moderafion. 
We bnJieve also that out of 


respect for public opinion and to avoid the role of autocrat, he will adopt 
the suggestions of the council in many cases in which the decision lies 
entirely with himself. 


The experiment to be tried by (he city of Boston is one that will bu 


closely -watched the country over as a new departure in the government, of 
cities. If it proves successful it will he copied just as the Iowa and Gfil- 
veston charters have been copied. If it fails to effect the desired reforms 
then it is likely that, the legislature will bo appealed to for another change 
in the organic-law of the oil}- of Boston. 


Thus it appears that the destinies of the pi-cat city of Boston are j 


placed -without reserve in the hands of the new mayor.

The new council of nine, which has been created to take the place ol'! 


the old city council now abolished, has practically no power that is n o t ; 
overruled by the absolute veto of the mayor. 
j 


It'can originate loans and use its influence in behalf of economy, but 
I 


the mayor originates the items of appropriation and can entry them over the 
opposition of the council. Never was there such an example of an orna- 
mental body without definite power. It is practically but an advisory board 
for the mayor. By his absolute veto he can reject nny ordinance or loan 
order originating with the council, and the mayor may submit to the council 
a loan order or ordinance, and if not accepted or rejected within sixty days, 
it becomes operative. 


The mayor's appointments must have to be approved by the civil sci - 


.vice commission, but the mayor has. absolute power of removal at will, all 
he has to do to remove a department head or municipal board boinsr to (lie 
a statement of bis reasons. From his action in such cases it docs not seem 
that there is any appeal. 


It would be strange, indeed, if any man were entrusted with such extra- 


ordinary powers for the spnce of four years without recall if tiie incumbent 
proved recreant, to his duty. 
CoiiKccjuently the charter has a provision for 


recall at the end of (wo years it' a majority of the voters nt the, state, elec- 
tions in the second year vote in favor of a mayoralty election. 


It will be worth while to note what will become of the old cry about 


removing power from the people of which this in the popular mind might be 
a conspicuous example. We do not believe, however, it removes power from 
(he people. 
It. is simply concentrating power and responsibility in a single 


head so that the dullest man in Boston can (ell who is to blame if anything 
poes wrong. 


There, will no longer be boodle aldermen, couneilmen or heads of depart- 


ments. 
Even the finance commission will have no legal authority over ihe 


new mayor of Boston, and so devoid of power is the new council of nine, that 
it could not be corrupt if it tried. 


If Ihe hcnds of departments prove recreant, the mayor is blunted, and 


off go their official heads. Thus for the people Ihe problem of keeping track 
of municipal affairs is simplified. 


If ihe will of (he people is ignored (he blame will fall on one head and 


one alone, and that head all voters and all citizens can hit and hit as hard 
as they please.

Before, calling to order Chairman Mc- 


Carty gave a little talk In which he out- 
lined the work of the board and com- 
mented on tlie cltlclsm 
of the

relative to the board. 
In part :he said: 


"We are . not here as five individual 
men and we are not here to work for 
ourselves, but for the poor of the city 
of Lowell. 
That Is. our mission here 


and'it Is to be seen how well we will 
do our duty.

'Ws are here to attempt to work for the 
pe-or of Lowqll, not for anybody else.

What will 
be said of us collectively or individually 
will have no effect. 
Within a brief 


tlme:I presume we will go back to. that 
quietness .which wo all seek and shall 
be forgotten, but not no with the poor! 
The poor have-been with us and always 
will- be with us. 
Their way is hard 


and,if we can make it easy we wlll.be . 
accomplishing part of 
our 
mission. ' 


Charity is a noble expression, but some- | 
how or other there Is something that 
is cold about municipal charity. 
No 


matter whether the fault 
lies 
with 


themselves or not we. must try to soft- 
en the way of the poor. 
The gentle- 


men of the press 
should appreciate 


their great power—for wonderful good 
or for the reverse. ' . Sometimes I fear 
it is a power for harm more than 
they.think. 
But we. five men are sim- 


ply the agents .of the city to protect the 
poof and to administer aid wisely.". 


Later on Dr. McCarty said that

didn't know anything about parliament- 
ary rules and didn't purpose to attempt 
to use them. 
"I purpose to talk and 


say what I think," said the chairman.

THE COASTING ROUTE AT FORT HILL PARK. 


We would advise the park board no! to be a party to laying, out an; 


coasting route that .will cross a car track. It is dangerous business. Where 
as at Fort Hill park a car passes twice every twenty minutes the danger o: 


. having coasting parties cross the track .would be very great. Even if the 
car stopped at the approach of coasting parties, the danger would not be 
removed. The "doubles" might be nnnble to avoid crashing inio the car 
standing oh the track. To. provide suitable places for coasting where the 
dangers of accident are slight, is very desirable; but the park department 
will get only blame for encouraging coasting along a course that crosses 
and -recrosses a car track. It. is true that coasting parties are ready to 
take siich chances, but that is their own nflair. It would not be well for 
the park board to encourage anything of that kind. 


The danger might, perhaps, be avoided by cutting off the sharp corner 


at. the junction with Rogers street and thus avoid crossing the track. 
Should the course be laid out across the track it would be necessary to 
have a flagman there night and day to signal the approach of the car.

F. FITZGERALD'S OPPORTUNITY. 


The old city government of Boston has but till February 2 to wind up 


its business and go out of existence to give way to a system in which the 
most absolute and varied power ever given to any municipal official in this 
country will be wielded by the new mayor. Hon. John F. Fitzgerald. 


Under the new charter for the cily of Boston the mayor will exercise 


the most extraordinary powers ever resf.ed in (lie chief executive of any 
American city. All the power and all (he responsibility for Ihe government 
of the city is centered solely in the mayor. • If anything goes wrong nobody. 


. will blame the head of any department or the members of any municipal 


heard. The mayor selects them all and is responsible for their official acts. 


Under such conditions Mayor Fitzgerald will have a most extraordinary 


opportunity to distinguish himself and to belie the charges made during 
the campaign to the effect that judging from his past administrations, he 
oould not be safely, trusted with such enormous power. Fitzgerald has now. 


• f,n opportunity such as has come to but few men in the United States, lo 


make a record not.only for official honesty but for wise, conservative and- 
yet progressive" action. 


That he will be fully equal to the emergency, his friends have no doubt 


• whatever. We believe he will use his great power with wisdom, discretion 
and statesmanlike foresight and moderation. We believe also that out of 
respect for public opinion and lo avoid the role of autocrat, ho will adopt 
the suggestions of the council in many cases in which the decision lies 
entirely with himself. 


The experiment to be tried by the city of Boston ,is one that, will be 


closely watched the country over as a new departure in the government of 
cities.. If it .proves successful it will be copied just.as the Iowa and Gal- 
ve.ston charters have been copied. If it fails to effect the desired reforms 
then it is likely that the legislature will he appealed to for another change 
in the organic law of the city of Boston. ' 
. . . . . . 


Thus it appears that Ihe destinies, of the great city of Boston are 


placed without reserve in the hands of the new mayor. 


The new council of nine, which has been created to take the place of 


the old city council now abolished, has practically no power that is not 
overruled by the absolute veto of the mayor. 


It can originate loans and use its influence in behalf of economy, but 


the mayor originates the items of appropriation and can carry them over the 
opposition of the council. Never was there such an example of an orna- 
mental body without definite power. It is practically but an advisory board 
for the mayor. By his absolute veto he. cnn reject any ordinance or loan 
order originating with the council, and the mayor may submit to the council 
a loan order or ordinance, and if not accepted or rejected within sixty days, 
it becomes operative. 


The mayor's appointments must have to be approved by the civil set • 


vice commission, bnt the mayor has absolute power of removal at will, all 
he has to do to remove a department head or municipal board liuing lo die' 
a statement of his reasons. From his action in such cases it does not seem ; 
that there is any appeal. 


H would be strange, indeed, if any man were entniMot! with such extra- 


ordinary powers for the space of foil! year? without- recall if-liio incumbent 
proved recreant (o his duty. Consequently the charter has a provision for 
recall at the end of two years if n majority of the voters at the state e!or- 
lions in the second year vote in favor of a mayoralty election. 


It will be worth while to note what will become of tho old cry about 


removing power from the people of which this in the popular mind might be 
a. conspicuous example. We do not believe, however, it removes power from 
the people. It is-simply concentrnling power and responsibility in a single 
head so that the dullest man in Boston can tell who is to blame if anything 
goes wrong. 


There will no longer be boodle aldermen, councilmen or heads of depart- 


ments. Even-the finance commission will have nn lcgi]l authority over the 
new mayor of Boston, mid so devoid of power is the now council of niiio, Hint 


it could not be corrupt if it fried. 


If flic heads of departments prove rccrciuil, the mayor is blamed, and 


nff go their official heads. Thus for the people tho problem of keeping (rack 
of municipal affairs is simplified. 
1 


If (he will of tho people is ignored the blnmc will fall on one head and 


one alone, and that head nil voters and nil citizens cnn hit and hit us hard 
us they please.

rectors upon petition or resolution, ap- 
proved by two-thirds of the members 
of said association present at a meet- 
ing culled for the purpose: ancl any 
association may be suspended or dis- 
solved by Hie directors of the board of 
trade.

THE COASTING ROUTE AT FORT HILL' PARK. 


We wpuld advise the'park board not to be a party to laying,but anj 


coasting-route that will cross n. car track. It is dangerous business. Whore 
as at Fort Hill park a car passes twice every twenty minutes the danger o: 
having coasting parties cross the track would be very great. Even if thi 
car stopped at the approach of coasting-parties, the danger would not be 
removed. The "doubles" might be unable to avoid crashing into the cnr 
standing on the track. To provide suitable places for coasting where Ih 
dangers of accident are slight, is very desirable; but the park department 
will get only blame for encouraging coasting along a course that crosses 
and reorosses a car track. It is true that coasting parties are ready to 
take sneh chances, but that is their own affair. 
It -would not be well for 


the park board to encourage anything of that kind. 


The danger might, perhaps, be avoided by cutting off .the sharp corner 


at the junction with Rogers street nnd thus avoid crossing the track. 
Should the course be laid out across the track it would, be necessary to 
have a flagman there niglit and day to signal the approach of the car. 


HON. JOHN F. FITZGERALD'S OPPORTUNITY. 


The old city government of Boston has but till February 2 to wind up 


its business and go out of existence to give way to a system in which the 
most absolute and varied power over given to any municipal official in this 
country will be wielded by the new mayor, Hon. John F. Fitzgerald. 


Under the new charter for the city of Boston the mayor will exercise 


the most extraordinary powers ever vested in the chief executive of any 
American city. All the power and all the responsibility for the government 
of the city is centered solely in the mayor. If anything goes wrong nobody 
will blame the head of any department or the members of any municipal 
board. -The mayor selects them nil and is responsible for their official acts. 


Under such conditions Mayor Fitzgerald will have a most-extraordinary 


opportunity to distinguish, himself and to belie the charges made during 
the campaign to the effect that .-judging from his past administrations, he 
could not be snfely trusted with such enormous power. Fitzgerald has now 
an opportunity such as has come to but few men in the United States, to 
make a record not only for official honesty but for wise, conservative nnd 
yet progressive action. 


That he will be fully equal to the emergency, his friends have no doubt 


whatever. Ws believe ho will uso his prcnt power with wisdom, discretion 
and statesmanlike foresight and moderation. We believe also that out of 
respect for public opinion and to avoid the role of autocrat, he will adopt 
the suggestions of the council in many cnses in which the decision lies 
entirely with himself. 


The experiment to be tried by the city of Boston is one that will be 


closely watched the country over as a new departure in the government of j 
cities. If it.proves successful it will be copied just as.the Iowa nnd Gnl- 
veston charters have been copied. If it fails to effect the desired reforms 
then it is likely that the legislature will be appealed to for another change 
in the organic law of the city of Boston. 


Thus it appears that the destinies of the great city of Boston are 


placed without reserve in the hands of the new mayor. 


The new council of nine, which has been created to take the place of j 


the old city council now abolished, has practically no power that is not ! 
overruled by the absolute veto of the mayor. 
. 
| 


It- can -originate loans and uso its influence in behalf of economy, but) 


the-mayor originates the items of appropriation and can carry them over the 
opposition of the council. Never was there such an example of an orna- 
mental body without definite power. It is practically but an advisory-board 
for..the mayor. By his absolute veto he can reject any ordinance or loan 
order originating with the council, and the 'mayor may submit to the council 
a loan-order or ordinance, and if not accepted or rejected within sixty dnys. 
it becomes operative. 


. The mayor's appointments must have to be approved by the civil poi - 


vice commission, but the mayor has absolute power of removal at will, nil 
he-has to do to remove a department head or municipal board being to file j 
a- statement-of his reasons. From his action in such cases it does not seem 
that-there is any appeal. 


It would'be strange, indeed, if any man were ontru»i.c<l with such extra- 


ordinary powers for the space of four year? without recall if the incumbent 
proved recreant to his duty. Consequently the charter has a provision for i 
recall at the end of two years if n majority of the voters at the state clor-- j 
lions in the second year vote in favor of a mayoralty election. 


It will be worth while to note what will become of the old cry about 


removing power from the people of which this in the popular mind might be 
a conspicuous example. We do not believe, however, it removes power from 
the people. It is simply concentrating power and responsibility in ,a siuglo 
head so that the dullest man in Boston can tell who is to blame if anything 
goes wrong. 


There will no longer he boodle aldermen, cmmnlmen or heads of depart- 


ments. Even the finance commission will have no Ingnl authority over the 
new mayor of Boston, and so devoid of power is the new council of nine, that 
it could not be corrupt if it tried. 


If the heads of departments prove recreant, the mayor is blnmcd, and 


off go their official heads. Thus for the people the problem of keeping track 
of municipal affairs is simplified. 


If the will of the people is ignored the blame will fall on one head and 


one alone, and Hint hend all voters and nil citizens can hit and hit as hard 
ns they plcnsc. That docs not seem to he Inking power from the. people. 
It is simply delegating it in abundance to rmc mnn for n space of at least 
two years, 


Tho, great test of the, now mayor will crime nt thn cnil of the second 


yofir, for his political enemies will doubtless pursue him with relentless 
.criticism. 
As •Fitzgerald defeated his opponents-in (ho hottest campaign 


tver waged in Boston, we predict ho will also defeat them in the application 
of the recall at tho end of the second year and serve, the full four ycnr term 
with credit to himself nnd the the o.ity of which he is made the executive 
hud.

Early in 1908 the charier revision 


committee had .introduced in the state 
egislaturo a bill embodying the chief 
deas= of a reform in the municipal ad- 
ministration pt our city.
